CHOLMONDELEY, ViscouxT KELLS. 


Tunis noble family is denominated from he Lordſhip 
of CHOLMONDELEY in the hundred of Broxton and 
county of Cheſter, and the name (like others of great an- 
tiquity) hath been fo varioufly written, that ſome have 
enumerated 25 ſeveral ways.—[n Domeſday-book (which 
contains a ſurvey of all England, made by the Conqueror's 
order, except the four counties of Weſtmoreland, Cumber- 
land, Northumberland, and Durham) it is written Calmun- 
delei, and was then part of the poſſeſſions of Robert Fitz- 
Hugh, Baron of Malpas. Which Fitz-Hugh alſo held in 
Ceſtreſcire, as the ſame book teſtifies, 29 other manors, 
which are there ſpecified. But, the ſaid Robert dying 
without iſſue male, the barony of Malpas, with the Lord- 
ſhip of Calmundelei, &c, devolved on his only daughter 
Lettice, married to William le Belward (ſon of John le 
Belward, who lived in the time of William Rufus) and by 
him, who was living 12 Hen. I. had William le Belward 
de Malpas, poſſeſſed in her right of half the barony of 
Malpas, who married Beatrix, daughter of Hugh Kivilioc, 
the fifth Earl of Cheſter, and coheir to her brother Earl 
Randal, and by her left three ſons, David ; Robert, here- 
after mentioned; and Richard, who had a grant of one 
cighth part of Duckenton, otherwiſe Dochintade. 
David, who was ſtyled Dan-David, and from being clerk 
or ſecretary to the Earl of Cheſter, ſometimes was written 
Le Clerc, and ſometimes de Malpas, where he ſucceeded 
his father, and after the Earldom of Cheſter was annexed 
to the crown, was ſheriffof Cheſhire 36 Hen. III. of which 
county he was alſo juſtice, and held three Knight's fees in 
the ſaid King's reign. He married Margaret, daughter 
and neir to Ralph Ap-Enyon, a perſon of great note and 
large poſſeſſions in Cheſhire and Wales, by his wife Bea- 
trix, ſiſter to the aforeſaid Hugh, Earl of Cheſter, and 
thereby became poſſeſſed of the entire barony of Malpas, 
viz. 
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viz. one half by deſcent, and the other in right of his wife, 
by whom he left four ſons, viz. 

Sir William de Malpas, who died without iſſue. 

Philip, ſurnamed Gough (or, the Red) who obtained the 
manor of Egerton near Malpas from Wion de Egerton, 
and reſiding there, did, according to the cuſtom of that age, 
leave that ſurname to his poſterity, the flouriſhing family of 
Egerton. 


Peter, who took the name of Clerc, and his deſcend- 


ants, by that name, became ſeated at Thornton, till they 
terminated in the reign of Edward III. in fix coheirs ; viz. 
Ellen, married to Sir Thomas Dutton of Dutton ; Eliza- 
beth, to Hamon Fitton; Maud, to Henry de Beeſton; 
Margaret, to Sir William de Golbourne ; Beatrix, to 
Thomas de Shameſbury; and Emma, to Hugh de We- 
verham. 

David, was Lord of Golbourne, from whence he took 
his name, and leſt poſterity, of whom was Sir William, 
juſt mentioned. , 

Robert, the ſecond fon of William, Baron of Malpas, 
by the Earl of Cheſter's daughter, was anceſtor to the 
Earl of Cholmondeley ; for, having that Lordſhip by gift 
of his father, and fixing his reſidence there, he aſſumed 
that ſurname, which his ſpreading and flouriſhing de- 
ſcendants retained. —He married Mabel, daughter of Ro- 
bert Fitz-Nigel, Baron of Halton, with whom he had the

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Sir Hugh Cholmondeley, his elder brother, was 25 Sir Hugh,

Sir Hugh Cholmondeley of Cholmondeley, who ſuc- * 
ceeded, was knighted in the memorable year of the Spaniſh 
invaſion, 1588, and at his father's deceaſe was upwards of 
46 years old. He was heir to his virtues as well as eſtate, 
and gave many proofs of an honourable benevolence, a 
ſteady adherence to the proteſtant religion, and a firm at- 
tachment to the intereſts of his country.—Before he was 
21 years of age, he headed 130 men, raiſed by his father's 
intereſt and expencg, and marched with them to affiſt in 
ſuppreſſing the rehellion in the North, begun in 1570 (12

called Nantwich) and by other letters patent, dated 5 
March enſuing, was created Earl of the province of Lein- 
ſter When the royal power was at an end, and the king- 
dom under the obedience of the parliament, he was ſuffer- 
ed to compound for his eſtate, but upon no leſs a fine than 
17421.—He was remarkable for his good government of the 
great affairs of the country; his liberal hoſpitality, and 
many other virtues. He married Catharine, younger 
daughter and coheir to John, Lord Stanhope of — 
ton, Vice- Chamberlain of the houſhold to K. James I. by 
his wife Margaret, eldeſt daughter of Henry Mac-Willi- 
ams of Stanbourne in Eſſex, Eſq. but dying without legi- 
timate iſſue 2 October 1659, æt. 75, was buried by his La- 
dy, who deceaſed 15 June 1657, in the chancel of the fa- 
mily at Malpas. Whereupon Robert, ſon of his brother 
Hugh, became heir to his eſtate ; but the lands of Holford 
(which came by his mother) he ſettled on Thomas Chol- 
mondeley, his natural fon by Mrs. Coulſon, to whom, as 
was thought, he was afhanced, though never married. — 
Which Thomas Cholmondeley of Holford, Eſq. died there 
6 January 1667, and was. buried 16 at Nether-Pever, on 
whom his chaplain Mr. Kent, in his funeral ſermon, ob-

dence that he was then confidered as one of the moſt conh. 
derable Barons of Scotland) which King ſailing along the 
Engliſh coaſt, in his voyage to France eighteen years be. 
fore, whither his father K. Robert III. was ſending hin, 
to avoid the evil defigns of his uncle the Duke of Albany, 
who was endeavouring to ſettle the crown on his on 

erity; and being ſea-fick, was forced to land in Eq. 
and; which he had no ſooner done, than he was arreſted 
and carried to K. Henry IV. who committed him to the 
tower, which occaſioned the death of his father 15 Augul 
1406. He arrived at Edinburgh from his confinement 20 
March 1423, ſoon after which he knighted Sir James 
Hamilton, and called him into his privy council. 

In the eighth year of the reign of James II., 1445 
(when the conſtitutions of parliament were new modelkd 
into the form they ſubſiſted in, until the union with Eng 
land in 1707) he was entered among the Lords, all hs 
lands being erected into the lordſhip of Hamilton.—lt 
1449 he was joined in commiſſion with John, biſhop of Ga 
gow ; Andrew, Abbot of Melroſs ; Alexander de Living 
towne of Calendar, Juſticiary of Scotland; Patrick Cock-

James, the ſecond Lord Hamilton, was a perſon of re- 
markable courage and conduct, which he frequently mani- 
felted, particularly at Abercorn, and was in high eſtcem 
with K. James III. He was made a privy counſellor in 
1440, and fo continued till he entered into that memorable 
cague with the Earls of Douglas, Roſs, Crawfurd, and 


lurray, wherein they mutually {wore never to deſert one

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another ; that injuries done to one ſhould be deemed as of, 
fered toall ; and that they would ſpend their lives and 
fortunes in the vindication and defence of each other: 
But no ſooner did he perceive their violent purpoſes againſt 
the King, than he quitted them and returned to his duty, 
whereupor enſued the ruin of Earl Douglas, who perſiſted 
in the rebellion.—In 1461 he was appointed one of the 
ambaſſadors to treat of a peace with England; and in 
1471 his lordſhip and the other ambaſſadors, with 400 
perſons in their retinue, had a ſafe conduct to meet the 
Lord Howard and other commiſſioners in England, to 
treat of a league of amity : Alſo, 6 March 1472, he waz 
commiſſioned with William Biſhop of Aberdeen, David 
Earl of Crawfurd, John Lord Darnley, and Archibald 
Whitelaw Secretary of State, to treat about a laſting 
peace, which was concluded 28 September 1473, at Aln- 
wycke in Northumberland —In conſideration of his ex- 
cellent qualities, and in recompence of his eminent ſervices, 
K. James III. was pleaſed in 1474 to give him in marriage 
his eldeſt ſiſter Mary, then the widow of Thomas Boyde 
Earl of Arran (who died in exile at Antwerp in 1471) to 
which princeſs he was married by conſent of parſiament in 
1474, and dying 6 November 1479, left one fon James, 
and one daughter Elizabeth, married to Matthew Stewart, 
Earl of Lenox, great-grandmother by him of Henry, Lord 
Darnley, Duke of Albany, who 28 ſuly 1564 being mar- 
ried to Mary Q. of Scots, had a ſon James, born 19 June 
1565, who was the firſt King of the whole Iſland of Great+ 
Britain, by the name of James VI. of Scotland and J. of 
England. 

James, the third Lord Hamilton, being endowed with 
all the great qualities ſuitable to his birth, early diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf in the reign of James IV. by whom, 
when very young, he was called into the privy council, 
and in 1502 ſent into England, to negociate a marriage 


between his majeſty and the princeſs Margaret eideſt 


daughter of Henry VII. which having concluded in 1503;

1503, with a commiſhon of Juſticiary within the ſaid iſ- 


land Being a man of great prudence and courage, he 
was ſent the year following commander of 3000 men in 
aid of Chriſtian II. King of Denmark, againſt the city 
and territory of Lubeck, whom with great conduct and 
ſucceſs, he brought to ſubmit to that King's conditions. 
He was afterwards made Admiral of Scotland ; and in 
1512 ſent into France at the head of 4000 men, to the 
aſiſtance of Lewis XII. for his ſervices to whom he was 
rewarded with the honour of a Knight of the order of St. 
Michael, and an annual penſion of 12000 /ivres for life. 
But K. James LV. being killed in the battle of Flowden 9 
September 1513, whilſt his Lordſhip was in France, he 
returned home, and ſtood fair to have been elected Regent, 
many giving their voices for him, in reſpe& of his near- 
neſs in blood, his love for peace, and ſufficiency for ſuch a 
charge; but he generouſly yielded his pretenſions to his 
couſin-german John Stewart, Duke of Albany, ſon of 
Duke Alexander, and brother to K. James III. and was 
himſelf made captain and governor ot Edinburgh caſtle. 
Alſo, on the ſaid Duke's voyage to France to renew the 
ancient league, which had inviolably ſubſiſted for ſome 
centuries between the two kingdoms, he was appointed in 
1517 one of the fix guardians of the realm, with the Earls 
of Angus, Huntley, Argyle, and the Archbiſhops of St. 
Andrew and Glaſgow, who were to rule alternately : And 
the Earl of Arran was unanimouſly choſen by them their 
Primus and Warden of the Marches; thus the whole au- 
thority devolving on his Lordſhip, he continued ſole 
Regent during the Duke's abſence, and in that interval 
concluded a peace with England; ſuppreſſed ſeveral inſur- 
tections; preſerved regularity upon the borders; reſtored 
peace and quiet to the whole country; and diſcharged 
his high office to ſuch univerſal ſatisfaction, that upon the 
Duke's ſecond voyage ns he was again conſtitut-

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ed Regent, and obtained a general approbation of his 
faithful execution thereof. 

He married firſt Beatrix, third daughter of John, the 
firſt Lord Drummond (by Elizabeth, daughter of Da- 
vid, Duke of Montroſe, by Elizabeth daughter of Jamey 
the firſt Lord Hamilton, as before-mentioned) by whom 
he had an enly child Margaret, wife to Andrew Stewart, 
Lord Evandale and Ochiltree.—His ſecond wife was Janet, 
(or Elizabeth) fiſter to Alexander the firſt Lord Home, 
Lord High Chamberlain of Scotland, but her former huſ- 
band Sir Thomas Hay proving to be alive, he was, at his 
own ſpecial inſtance, in 1513 divorced from her by a court 
of delegates, and enabled to marry again ; whereupon he 
took to his third wife Janet, daughter of Sir David Beaton 
of Creichton in the county of Fife, Comptroller of Scot- 
land in the reign of James I'V. widow of Sir Robert Liv- 
ingſton of Eaſter-Wemys, and departing this life in 1530, 
had iſſue her two — and two — xp Ah his 
ſucceſſor ; Sir John Hamilton of Clydſdale; Helen, who 
was the firſt wife of Archibald, the fourth Earl of Argyle; 
and Jane, the firſt wife of Alexander the fifth Earl of 
Glencairn. | | 

James, the ſecond Earl of Arran, a perſon of fingular 
prudence and integrity, was in 1536, though very young, 
one of the attendants on K. James V. (by ſpecial appoint- 
ment) in his voyage to France, where on 1 January he 
married Magdalene eldeſt daughter of K. Francis I. but 
that Queen dying 7 July following, the King 12 June 
1538 married the Lady Mary of Lorrain, daughter of 
Rene, and ſiſter of Francis, Duke of Guiſe, and reli& of 
Lewis, Duke of Longueville ; by whom having a ſon born 
the enſuing year, Lord Arran had the honour to be his 
godfather. He was very forward and active in ſup- 
preſſing the incurſions of the Engliſh upon the borders, 
end had the command of that body of troops, ſent to 
defend the Eaſt-border ; where he ſoon heard the mor- 
tifying news of the loſs of. the army at Solway, and 
not long after of the King's death, in his caſtle of Falk- 
tand 14 December 1542 : Upon which event his Lord- 
ſhip, by.the unanimous conſent of parliament, was cho- 
ſen Protector to Q. Mary, then only fix days old, and 
Governor of Scotland, which was ſolemnly ratified by 
an act of the three eſtates, bearing date 13 March 15423, 
in which he was declared ſecond perſon of the realm, a 
neareſt to ſucceed to the crown on failure of the Queen and 
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der iſſue ; and in that caſe to be rightful and undoubted 
King of Scotland ; being further declared therein rightful 
tutor to the Queen, and gavernor of the kingdom, 
until ſhe arrived to perfect age; and all the ſubject⸗ 
were required to acknowledge and obzy him, as ſole 
regent, in all things belonging to his office. This act was 


engroſſedion a ſkin of parchment, and the great ſeal, with - 


thoſe of the Nobility, Prelates, and Burghs appended 
thereto, and it 1s now in the cuſtody of his Grace of Ha» 
milton. | 

His Lordſhip, ſoon after this appointment, entered into 
4 treaty with England concerning a peace, and alſo a 
match between the infant Queen and Edward, Prince of 
Wales, ſon to Henry VIII. both which were agreed to, 
and ratified (on the part of Scotland) by a great majority 
in the parliament, which met at Edinburgh in Auguſt 
1543- But the Earls of Huntley, Argyle, Montroſe, 
Bothwell, Monteith, and Lord Fleming with many other 
worthy Scots oppoſed it, and entered into a moſt ſolemn aſ- 
ſociation, whereby they bound and obliged themſelves, 
with all their power, and at the hazard of their lives and 


fortunes, to oppoſe and obſtruct the marriage, and the con- 


ſequential union with England; after the treaty was con- 
cluded on, K. Henry VIII. refuſed to ratify it on the 
terms before agreed to, and made ſeveral additional de- 
mands, which being too exorbitant for the governor to 
comply with, that King cauſed his officers to ſeize ſeveral 
Scots ſhips, which, upon the faith of the treaty, had failed 
to England with French and Scots goods; the governor 
kighly reſented this breach of articles, and in December 
1543 he called a parliament, wherein (the 11) it was de- 
clared, that the King of England had broken and violated 
the treaty, and therefore it was not to be kept on the part 
of Scotland by law, equity, or juſt reaſon, but thencetor- 
ward to be null and void. ; 

Upon this the war broke out again, and the governor 
not only moſt gallantly defeated the Lord Evers at Ancrum 
in Teviotdale, but being joined by Monſieur de Lerges, 
Count of Montgomery, with 3500 French auxiliaries, 
marched towards England in ſearch of the Earl of Hert- 
ford, who, to retrieve the former loſs, had entered Scot- 
land, and laid waſte a great part of the Merſe and Teviot- 
dale ; but retired upon the governor's approach, who in 
his turn invaded England, ravaged the country, and re- 
turned with the glory of having defeated one army, and 
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given chace to another, in one campaign: at which time 
K. Francis I. ſent him the enſigns of the order of St. Mi- 
chael.— But in 1547 the Scots being worſted by the Duke 
of Somerſet at Pinky-Cleugh 10 September, with the loſs 
of 8000 killed in the field, that nation had recourie to the 
French King, with whom the governor ſet on foot a treaty 
of marriage between the Queen and Francis the Dauphin, 
fon of K. Henry II. In May 1549 that King created his 
Lordſhip, Duke of Chatelherault, and for the ſupport of 
the honour, aſſigned to him and his heirs for ever lands of 
30,000 livres a year, in conſideration of his endeavour to 
accompliſh the ſaid match; which taking effect, her Ma- 
jeſty was ſent into France, and his right of ſucceſſion to 
the crown of Scotland acknowledged and recognized by 
the French King, the Dauphin, and the young Queen. 
He continued Governor of Scotland to the year 1555, 
when the Queen being of ſufficient age, choſe her own 
guardians ; by whoſe advice ſhe named her mother to be 
regent during her abſence, to whom the Earl'of Arran rea- 
dily reſigned that great poſt in full parliament, and laid 
down an employment, which he had held to the general 
ſat isfaction of the kingdom, and eſteem of all foreign 
princes, who knew his deportment, for the ſpace of twelve 
you After he had thus diveſted himſelf of all authority, 
is conduct during his adminiſtration was ſolemnly and 
unanimouſly approved by the parliament, and he was again 
declared preſumptive heir to the crown, on the failure of 
Q. Mary and her iſſue, and a very ample teſtimony given 
him of the good ſervices he had done his country; the act 
ſetting forth, ** 'That he, by his great labours, vehement 
% expences, and daily danger of himſelf, his kin and 
7 friends, had relieved their ſovereign's moſt noble perſon 
« from the cruel purſuits of the King and Council of Eng- 
% land; and had left free the heal realm and dominions of 
4 his faid ſovere gn Lady, without any part thereof with- 
<< holden by her Highneſs's old enemies of England, not- 


ee withſlanding the aſſiſtance given them by ſeveral of the 


© ſubjects of Scotland.” 
The Queen, on her return to Scotland in 1561, mak- 
Ing choice of a new privy council (all, or moſt of whom 


were Proteſtants) he was appointed a member thereof; and 


in 1566 her Majeſty ſent him to take care of her intereſts 
in France, where he continued to do all the ſervice he 
could, conſiſtent with his honour and the Proteſtant cauſe, to 


the year 1569, when the Queen being compelled to =—_ 
| the 
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the government to her ſon, ſhe ſent for him to head her 
party. He very zealoufly afſerted her cauſe, and uſed his 
utmoſt endeavours to remove the Earl of Murray, then re- 
gent from his uſurped authority, and reſtore her to the 
excrciſe of her regal power, in order to ſecure the-peace 
of the country: And to that end having a commiſſion 
from her, he raiſed what forces he could; but finding no 
hopes of aſſiſtance either from England or France, he en- 
deavoured to accommodate all differences. The regent 
agreed to his propoſals, and articles were entercd into, by 
which the Duke and his friends were to meet him at Edin- 
burgh 10 April 1569, in peace and ſafety, to conſult and 
conclude on terms of accommodation 3 but when they 
were met, the regent, drawing out a paper, aſked the 
Duke, if he would inſtantly ſubſcribe an acknowledgement 
of the young King's authority, or not? Jo which he re- 
plied, “ That he and his friends had laid down their arms 
« conditionally, nor could he think himſelf or them oblig- 
* ed to ſubſcribe their allegiance to the King, unleſs, ac- 
« cording to theſe conditions, the regent at the ſame time 
5 ſhould grant what might be reaſonably demanded in be- 
te half of the diſtreſſed Queen; and therefore hoped he 
t would not proceed to acts of force and fraud too, ſince 
* not only he and his friends, but their hoſtages likewiſe 
& were in his hands; defiring him to remember, that 
te they had religiouſly obſerved every 2rticle of the late 
te treaty, and had come ſecure and unarmed, as to a 
6 friend, firmly relying on his honour, and thoſe aſſur- 
te ances of ſafety he had given them, in the moſt ſolemn 
cc manner, under his own hand.” To this remonſtrance 
the regent made no reply ; but, azainit all the laws of ho- 


nour, and contrary to the ſtipulation, tent his Grace pri- 


ſoner to Edinburgh-caſtle, where he was cloſely confined 


until the regent's death 23 January 1570, who was ſhot 


through the belly with a fingle ball at Liulithgow, by 


James Hamilton of Bothweli-Haugh, in revenge. for an 


inhuman act of violence done to his wife, who in a cold 
winter's nizht had been ſtripped naked, and driven out of 
her houſe into the open fields, hy which treatment ſac was 
frightened into fits, and ſoon afte died. His loyal:v to Q. 
Mary in the time of her greateſt diſtreſs was frequently ac- 
knowledged by heraMajety, who conſtantly called him, 
fatber (as her ſon did his fon) and for which he underwent 
many ſufferings during the courle of the civil war. In 
i571, with his ſons, in a parliament called at Stirling by 

| Matthew 
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Matthew Stewart, Earl of Lenox, regent and grandfathey 
to the young King, (who had burnt his caſtle and town of 
Hamilton) he was declared a rebel, and his eſtate forfeited; 
but by the treaty of Perth, which was confirmed by parli- 
ament at Edinburgh in 1573, they were reſtored to their 
eſtates and honours. After which, the Dake, who had 
retired to France, returned home, and being very aged, 
and infirm by his many fatigues, paſſed the remainder of 
his days in retirement at his Palace of Hamilton, where 
22 January 1575 he bid adieu to the world. 
By this account it is evident, he was a perſon of great 
Juſtice and candour, and in all his actions conſulted the 
publick good; which gave occaſion to Archbiſhop Spotſ- 
wood, in his hiſtory of the church of Scotland, to ſay, 
& That in his court there was nothing ſeen, that the ſever. 
s eft eye could cenſure or reprove ; in the public govern- 
«© ment ſuch a moderation was kept, as no man was heard 
«© to complain; the governor was reverently obeyed, and 
* held in as great reſpect, as any Kings of preceding 
ce times; he was a nobleman well inclined ; open and 
. plain, and without all diſſimulation; and though he 
6 met with great troubles, yet, by the goodneſs of God, 
cc who doth always favour the innocent and honeſt-mind- 
66 ed, he went through all, and died honourably and in 
% peace.”—He married Lady Margaret Douglas, eldeſt 
daughter of James, the fourth Earl of Morton (by Catha- 
rine his wife, natural daughter of K. James LV.) and had 
i ſſue four ſons, and four daughters, viz. | 
(1) James, the third Earl of Arran, who gave carly proofs 
_— of inheriting the virtues of his anceſtors in an eminent de- 
Earl. gree, and by Henry II. of France in 1555 was made Cap- 
tain of his life-guard, with a penſion of 2000 piſtoles to 
ſupport the dignity of his office. But he became defective 
in his underſtanding, and thereupon retired from the 
world, dying without iſſue in 1609. ä 
(2) John, the fourth Earl of Arran, born in 1532, privy 
John, counſellor to K. James VI. captain of Dumbarton - caſtle; 
Mane in 1541 was appointed commendator of Arbroath-abbey, 
nes one of the richeſt benefices in Scotland (whoſe lands 
Hamilton, were erected into a temporal barony, in favour of his 
ſon, 5 May 1608) ; appointed, with full conſent of the 


privy council, ambaſſador extraordin ry to accompliſh the , 
marriage between the King and Princeſs Anne of Den- * 
mark, which he declined on account of his great age; ſo F

He married Margaret, daughter of N Lyon, the 
ninth Lord Glammis anceſtor to the Earl ot Strathmore, 
widow of Gilbert Kennedy, Earl of Caffilis, and had one 
ſon James, and one daughter Margaret, married to John, 
Lord Maxwell, anceſtor to the Earl of Nithidale.—James, 
the ſecond Marqueſs of Hamilton, born 19 June 1589, 
was created 16 June 1619 Baron of Innerdale in Cumber- 
land and Earl of Cambridge, which honours were limited 
to his iſſue male; ſworn of the privy council; appointed 4 
March following a gentleman ot his Majeſty's bedchamber 
and Lord Ste ward of his Houſhold ; conſtituted Lord High 
Commiſſioner to the parliament, which began 25 July 
16213 inſtalled a Knight of the Garter at Windſor 7 July 
1623 ; and died on Aſhwedneſday (2 March) 1624-5 to 
the great grief of the King, who upon his death, and bat 
of the Duke of Lenox 16 February before, prophetically 
apprehended his own, (which happened 27 March enſu- 
ing) ſaying, that as the branches were now cut down, the 
riot would quickly decay.

mendatorihip of the abbey of Paiſley in 1553, on the re- 
fignation ct John, Archbiſhop of St. Andrews, which 
promotion was ratified by Pope Julius II.—On the 
breaking out of the civil war in 1567, he adhered to the 
intereſt of Q. Mary, who appointed him one of the prin- 
cipal commanders of her army at the battle of Langſide, 
fought in 1568, where he performed the part of a valiant 
officer; but that battle being loſt, the Earl of Murray 
(Regent) called a parliament in July at Edinburgh, where 
Lord Claud and other partizans of the Queen were ſum- 
moned to appear ; inſtead of obeying the ſummons, 
he perſiſted reſolutely in the Queen's tervice, for which 
he was outlawed, and had his eſtate forfeited. —In 1572 


the Lord Semple having poſſeſſion of his eſtate, (by gift of 


the Earl of Mar, then Regent) kept a ſtrong garriſon in 
the abbey of Paiſley, and fo harraſſed the tenants, that 
they entreated Lord Claud to relieve them; promiſing at 
the hazard of their lives, to aſhſt him in the recovery of 
his eſtate 3 whereupon he ſo cloſely beſieged the abbey 
with a ſtrong party, that Lord Semple was forced to ſur- 
render at difcretion., 

In 1579 the Earl of Morton (Regent) endeavoured all 
he could the ruin of the houſe of Hamilton, both out of 
fear of their power, and in hope of obtaining a good ſhare 
of their large eſtates, when forfeited; with this view, he 
prevailed on the old Counteſs of Mar, and the Earl her 
grandſon, who were in great favour with the King, to 
infinuate to him, that the Hamiltons having often been 
declared heirs to the Crown, had in that hearty manner 
eſpouſed his mother's cauſe, only to deſtroy him, who 
ſtood in their way; to prevent which, it would be adviſc- 
able for his Majeſty, to uſe means to leſſen their power. 
The King being thus prepared and prepoſſeſſed with an ill 
opinion of the family, in ſteps the Earl of Morton and 
ſeconds them; telling the King, it would be eaſy for him 
to put in execution the ſentences of forfeiture againſt the 
family, which had never yet been repealed, nor could be 
but by a& of parliament. A groſs miſrepreſentation this! 
their forfeitures having been repealed, in all the forms, 
mn 1573 by the act of parliament, confirming the treaty of 
Perth. In purſuance of this advice, the King in council 
reſolved to apprehend the lords John and Claud Hamilton,

The King hereupon was pacified, and 
þ ce 1585 admitted them to his preſence, when 

lling on their knees, Lord John, in the name of them 
all, ſaid, They were come to implore in che moſt hum- 
te ble manner his Majeſty's mercy, favour, and pardon 
66 for coming in arms, which nothing ſhould have com- 
<< pelled them to, but the want of other means to ſecure 
ce their lives from their enemies, who had taken ſuch 
<< pains to miſrepreſent them to his Majeſty 3 where- 
<* as they were loyal to him, and reſolved to ſerve and 
* obey him, as became dutiful and faithful ſubjeQs.” 
To this the King anſwered, that though their enter- 
« prize was in effect treaſonable, yet in conſideration 
te of their being driven to it by neceflity, and in hope 
te of their future good behaviour, he pardoned them." 
They then aroſe, and kiſſed his Majeſty's hand, who ad- 
drefling himſelf to Lord John, ſaid, * My Lord, I never 
« did ſee you before, and muſt confeſs that (I believe) 0! 
cc all this company you have been moſt wronged : Your 
« family. have been faithful ſervants to the Queen m 
« mother in my minority, and (when 1 underſtood nt, 
© as I do now, the ſtate of things) hardly uſed.” Two 
days after, their pardon was confirmed by an act of coun- 
cil ; proclaimed by ſound of trumpet at the market-crolv

Sir Claud Hamilton, a gentleman of the King's privy 
chamber, and by privy ſeal, dated at Weſtminſter 6 Octo- 
her 1618 made conſtable, or commander of the caſtle or 
fort of Toome in the county of Antrim for life, with fix 
warders, on the ſurrender of Sir Thomas Phillips.— As 
an undertaker in the plantation of the county of Longford, 
he had 400 acres of land granted to him there; together 
with the ſmall proportions of Killeny and Teadan, con- 
taining 2000 acres, in the barony of Strabane and count 
of Tyrone, on which he built a ſtrong and beautiful caſ- 
tle; which, with other lands mentioned in the patent, de- 
ſcended to his ſon and heir William; but K. James I. be- 
ing informed, that it was the purpoſe and intention of Sir 
Claud, to confer the ſaid proportions on his ſecond ſon 
Alexander, did on 20 October 1618 direct his judges to 
admit the ſaid William, then about 14 years old, to ſuffer 
a common recovery againſt him and his heirs, of the ſame, 
which was accordingly done, and the lands afterwards con- 
firmed to Alexander by patent. Sir Claud married the 
daughter and heir of Sir Robert Hamilton of Manor-Elieſ- 
ton in the county of Tyrone, and had fix ſons and two 
daughters, Sir William, Alexander, Robert, George, 
Claud, and James, which five laſt died unmarried * ; and 
the daughters were the Ladies of Lamington, and Gorgo- 
noch-Stewart.

Abercorn, ànd abilities, was much taken notice of at court, where he 
was a Lord of the King's bedehamber; who, by reaſon of 
his eſpecial merit, advanced him in 1604 to the dignity of 
Baron of Abercorn; in which year he was appointed one 
of the commiſſioners on the part of Scotland, to treat «< 
an union with England; his Majeſty being alſo further 
pleaſed by patent, bearing date 10 July 1606, to create 
him Earl of Abercorn, and Baron of Hamilton, Mount-caſtle 
and Kilpatrick. And the King purpoſing to hold a parlia- 
ment in Ireland, made choice of ſome few eminent per- 
ſons, capable of that honour and truſt, for the nohility of 
their birth, and their eſtates and poſſcfhons in this king- 
dom, to be aſſiſtant with the Upper Houſe, and to have 
place and voice as Peers of the realm ; and therefore by 
his letter from Weſtminſter 31 March 1613, authorized 
the L. D. to call to the next parliament, by writ of ſum- 
mons, his right truſty and right well-beloved coufin the 
Earl of Abercorn, dire&ing that he ſhould hold the ſame 
place and precedency of an Earl in parhament, as he did

Sir Alexander Hamilton of Holborn, London, Ky, 
who married Elizabeth, a daughter of the family of Beg. 
ingfield of Oxburgh, and had one fon and three daughter, 
He ſettled firſt at the Court of Philip-William, Ele.

(added his Lordſhip) within theſe fix days a warrant was brought 
** unto me for paſſing of the ſame otherwiſe, which I have certified. 
And with the favour of your Lordſhips, I give my opinion, that

have a commitlion to right him, or elfe tranſmit his complaint to 
the King; but it becomes not the houfe, when the L. D. has

James, the eldeſt ſon and third Baron of Strabane, was 
ſeized in fee of the manor and ſmall proportion of Stra- 
bane, the middle proportion of Shean, and many other 
lands in the county of Tyrone, which (as appears by in- 
quiſition *) he forfeited by entering into rebellion againſt 


the Commonwealth of England, at Charlemount in the 


county of Armagh 20 July 1650; where he joined with 
Sir Phelim O Neile, one ot the chief heads of the rebels, 
who then held out that fort againſt Sir Charles Coote, com- 
mander in chief of the parliament forces in Ulſter, who 
befieged it 25 of that month; about two or three days be- 
fore which, his Lordſhip fled with his arms to an adjoin- 
ing iſland, then under the command of a garriſon of Sir 
Phelim's, in which lay two companies, whom he aſſiſted 
by ſending three horſes into the fort; which being taken 
6 Auguſt, he fled to the woods and bogs of Mounterling 
in the county of Tyrone, where that day he was taken 
priſoner by a party of the Commonwealth's army. On

Morrice of Werrington in Devonſhire, Bart. and died 4

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Robert, the youngeſt ſon of William, ſerved under his 
brother Guy throughout the civil war, in the ſtation of a 
Captain ; and after this kingdom of Ireland was delivered up 
by the Marqueſs of Ormond to the parliament of England, 
he became an adventurer for carrying on the war, in order 
to reduce it to their obedience, by making three ſeveral ſuh- 
ſeriptions, two of 600l. each, and one of 3ool. for which he 
had allotted 2500 acres of land, Iriſh meaſure, in the Baro- 
nies of Moghergallin and Lune in the county of Meath . 


He afterwards became a very eminent merchant of Duh. 


lin, and in high confidence with the government, then 
preſiding in Ireland; by whom 25 May, 1653, he waz 
appointed with others, to take ſubſcriptions within the city 
and diviſion of Dublin, for the relief of the poor thereof, 
and having a difference with Mr. Vanhoohan touching the 
ſum of 11521. due to him for the victualling and tranſport- 
ing of 512 men into Spain, at the rate of 45s. for cach 
man, it was referred by the government 22 June 1753, to 
Alderman Daniel Hutchinſon, Alderman Thomas Hooke, 
Mr. Peter Wybrant, and Mr. Samuel Weſton, or any 
three of them, who were to call the parties before them, and 
ſettle their difference if they could before the 27 of that 
month, and if not, to certify their proceedings and opini- 
ons upon the whole matter to the commiſſioners of the com- 
monwealth 3 ; and 7 December that year, the Surveyors of 
the revenue and ſtores were ordered to contract with him 
for ſo much cloth, as ſhould be ſufficient for a thouſand 
tents, with the other materials neceſſary for making up the 
ſame, after the uſual proportions. —Alfo, the inconvenien- 
cies attending the publick, and the many ſufferings and 
loſſes of the merchants, by the want of ſtationed ſhips to

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He ſerved his country in the houſe of commons in both 
kingdoms, being choſen for the borough of Swords in 
Ireland, and for thoſe of St. Michael, Bodmyn, and Eaſt- 
Retford in England; his conduct in the ſenate being firm 
and intrepid in the ſupport of liberty, and the conſtitution 
of his country, which though ſometimes diſagreeable to 
particular perſons and parties, when his maxims hap- 

ned to claſh with their private intereſt, yet it has been 
applauded by all parties, in their turns, as ſoon as the 
warm fit was over, and the humours of the nation had 
ſettled. —He was a member of the privy council to Q. 
Anne, until the latter end of her reign, when party run-

He married Elene, widow of Edmond, Lord Ferrers of

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mother Elizabeth being the only child of Thomas de Bit- 
mingham, brother and heir of the ſaid John; whoſe 
coat-armour he impaled on the dexter fide of his own (pro- 
bably) for the dignity of her perſon, being a Baroneſs, 
and 2 great heireſs.—He died in 24 Hen.

Sir Sir Harbottle Grimſton, the ſecond Baronet, having his 
Harbottle, ꝗqucation in the Inns of Court, was well verſed in the 
ce laws, and the ancient cuſtoms and uſage of parliaments; 

and behaved with a ſteady zeal to the true intereſt of his 
country, in the diſtracted time of the civil war. He well 
knew and obſerved the bounds between arbitrary power and 
legal duty, which diſpoſition cauſed him to oppoſe and re- 
tuſe the payment of illegal taxes (on which account his 
tather had been impriſoned in the Fleet) and in the parlia- 
ment, which met 3 April 1640, being member for Col- 


cheſter, for which he ſerved to his death, he was one of

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the firſt that inſiſted on the calling thoſe perſons to ac- 

count, who had adviſed the levying ſhip-money, and in 

an excellent ſpeech on that ſubjeQ, ſaid, He was perſuad- 

ed that they, who gave their opinions for the legality of it, 

did it againſt the diQtamen of their oꝛun _— as he > 
ol intended the reform of ſuch invaſions on the libert

Tn IS noble family is of Norman extraction, and de 
rives its deſcent from de Gaga, or Gage, who attended K. 
William I. in his expedition to England, and after the 
conqueſt thereof was rewarded with large grants of lands in 
the foreſt of Dean (which contains about 30,000 actes) 
and county of Glouceſter ; adjacent to which foreſt he gf 
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his reſidences by building a ſeat at Clerenvell, other- 
nie Clurewall, in the ſame place.—He alſo built a large 
houſe in the town of Cirenceſter, where he died, and was 
bucied jn the abbey 3 and his poſterity remained in that 
county for many generations in credit and eſteem, of 
whom there were Barons in parhament in the reign of K. 
Henry II. one whereof in the reign of Edward III. 
vas member of parliament for "Taviſtock ; as another was 
or Baſingſtoke in the time of Henry IV. 

In whoſe ninth 2 Gage is mentioned as a wit- 
neſs to deeds, and was father of 2 who mar- 
ried Joa, daughter and coheir to John Sudgrove of Sud- 
grove in Glouceſterſhire, who in 1416 (4 Hen. V.) divid- 
ed his eſtate in Sudgrove, Muſarder, &c. between his two 
dughters, the ſaid Joan, and Alice, wife of John Bovey. 


By her he left a ſon John, who was knighted, and 32 Sir John, 


Hen, VI. purchaſed the lands that were John Bovey's in 
Cirenceſter, Muſarder, Sidington, and Brimsfield, and 
made a further addition to his eſtate by marriage with 
Eleanor, daughter and heir to Thomas St. Clere, Eſq. 
Lord of the manors of Aſton-Clinton in Bucks, and of 


Ofpring in Kent, (who was ſon of Sir Philip St. Clere of 


Adham-St. Clere by Margaret, daughter of Sir Nicholas 
de Lovayn, Lord of the Manor of Burſtow and Hedge- 
court in Surry 44 Edw. III. and ſiſter and heir to Nicholas 
Lorayn, Lord of Penſhurſt in Kent). Sir John Gage de- 
parted this life 30 September 1486, and left two ſons, 
William his heir; and John, anceſtor to the family at 
Ruſhton in Northamptonſhire. 

William Gage, Eſq. was 3o years old at his father's 
death; married Agnes, daughter of Thomas Bolney, Eſq. 
and reſided at Burſtow in Surry, where he made his will 
14 February 1496 (the probate bears date 24 October fol- 
bowing) and therein directed, that his body ſhould be bu- 
ned in the church of the Grey-Friars, London, to which 
church he bequeathed, for his ſepulture there to be had, 
and to the intent that the brethren thereof ſhould fetch his 
body to the earth, and ſing a trental for his ſoul, forty ſhill- 
ings. He made other pious bequeſts ; and, after his debts 
vere paid and coſts of burial diſcharged, deviſed all his 
perſonal eſtate to his wife, with the manors of Heyton, St.

dere, and Torryng in Suſſex, and thoſe of Burſtow and

and lands in the counties of Surry, Bucks, and Kent, ſhe 
finding him honeſtly and competently with meat, drink, 
and raiment. | 

Which Sir John Gage diftinguiſhed himſelf in a very 
extraordinary manner, both in a military and civil caps. 
city, and became one of the moſt famous men in the 
reigns of Henry VIII. and his children. 

After his father's death, he was granted in ward to Wal. 
ter Stafford, Duke of Buckingham, and after his marriage 
with Philippa, daughter of Sir Richard Guldeſord, or 
Guilford, Knight of the Garter, was preferred by the Duke 
to the ſervice of K. Henry VIII. who in 1513 ſent him into 
France to the ſieges of Therouenne and Tournay; in the 
former of which he fo diſtinguiſhed himſelf that he wa; 
made captain of the caſtle of Calais (uſually called Guiſnes) 
and whilſt in that poſt, performed many valiant actions 
againſt the enemy. But ere long being ſent for home, he 
was knighted, ſworn a privy counſellor, made vice-chan. 
berlain, and captain of the guards; and a few years after, 
for ſervice done on the borders of Scotland, in which ex- 
pedition he was principal commander, he was made comp- 
troller of the houſhold and chancellor of the Dutchy of 
Lancaſter in one day; being alſo a few days after conſti- 
tuted conſtable of the tower of London life, at the 
next St. George's feaſt elected a Knight of the moſt no- 
ble order of the Garter, and 22 May 1541 was inſtalled 
at Windſor “. 

In 1530 (22 Hen. VIII.) he was one of the e 
deputed by the parliment, who, with the two archbiſhom 
and the principal nobility and clergy, ſigned that memor- 
ble letter to Pope Clement VII., defiring his holineſs to 
comply with the King in his divorce from Queen Catha- 
rine, his brother's widow ; threatening, that if he refuſed 
(conſidering, the two univerſities of England, hat of Pa- 
ris, 2s well as many others in France, and what almoſt al

* His ſervices were alſo rewarded with a grant (21 Hen. VIII.) 
of the wardſhip and marriage of William, ſon and heir to John 
Baynham of Clowerwall in Glouceſterſhire, Eſq. whom he n 
to his youngeſt daughter; and the next year were given to him 
his Heirs the manors of Boreham, Rokeland, Feſton, Heldynglee, 
Friſton, and Exſett in Suſſex, with Stewton in Lincolnſhire , and 
31 Hen.

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men of learning and knowledge and integrity, both at 


home and abroad, had determined to be true, and were 
ready to defend in their diſcourſes and writings) they could 


make no other conſtruction of it, but that the care of 


themſelves was committed to their own hands, and that 
they were left to ſeek their remedy elſewhere. In 29 
Hen. VIII. he was ſummoned among thoſe of the court, 
to be preſent at the baptiſm of Prince Edward at Hamp- 
ton· court; and three years after was appointed chief ſtew- 
ard of all the honours, caſtles, manors, &c. in Suſſex, 
forfeited by the attainder of Thomas Cromwell, Earl of 
Efſex, with power to ſubſtitute a deputy ; having a grant 
at the ſame time, of the Stewardſhip of all the liberties, 
privileges, franchiſes and lands of the Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, during the minority of Henry, Lord Abergaven- 
ny. In 35 Hen. VIII. the King authorized him to retain 
in his ſervice, from time to time, forty perſons above his 
uſual attendants ; being then employed as one of the com- 
miſſioners to conclude a peace with Scotland, which was 
finiſhed 1 OQober at Newcaſtle ; and thereupon he was 
ſoon after joined in two commiſſions with the Lord Chan- 


' cellor Audley, the Lord Treaſurer Norfolk, and others, to 


redeem and ranſom priſoners between the two kingdoms, 
and to conclude a treaty of marriage between Prince Ed- 
ward, and Mary, Queen of Scots. 

At the fiege of Bulloigne, 36 Hen. VIII. he was in joint 
commiſſion with Charles, Duke of Suffolk, as Lieutenant 
of his Majeſty's camp; and, for ſundry ſervices there, 
was appointed, with Sir Anthony Browne, Captain-Ge- 
neral of the bands of horſemen, _— made a Knight- 
Bannaret under the royal ſtandard of England.—He was 
much in favour with K. Henry VIII. who expreſſed his eſ- 
teem for him, by cauſing his picture (among other his 
warriors and favourites) to be drawn by the famous. Hans 
Holbein, to adorn his court-gallery, which yet remains in 
the poſſeſſion of the crown; and appointing him one of the 
executors of his laſt will (in which he left him a legacy of 
2000 marcs) to aid and aſſiſt his ſon Prince Edward, for the 
good eſtate and proſperity of the realm. However, to- 
wards the latter end of that reign, he was diſcharged, by 
the Duke of Northumberland's intereſt, from his conſta- 
bleſhip of the tower, but when Q. Mary came to the 
crown, was reſtored to that employmem or life, and in 
1553 made Lord Chamberlain of her houſhold.

Having thus ſerved in all theſe ſtations and offices with 
fidelity and difigence, from the firſt year of Henry VIII. 
to the fifth of Q. Mary, untouched with any reproach, 
and being then in the 77 year of his age, he ended his 


life at his houſe of Firle in Suſſex, and was buried (accord. 


ing to his deſire in his will) at Weſt-Firle 28 April 1 557, 
where a tomb of jaſper ſtone and marble was ereQed to his 
memory by his ſon Edward, having thereon his effigies in 
full proportion, in the habit of the garter, with his Lady 
in the dreſs of the times, and their hands elevated, with 
this inſcription on a braſs plate in the wall, under his arms 
in a garter;

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Robert Gage of Healing, Eſq. the third ſon, left two 
ſons, Robert, who died in the reign of Q. Elizabeth for 
the cauſe of Mary, Queen of Scots ; and John of Healing, 
who married Margaret, daughter of Sir Thomas Copley, 
and had three ſons, Sir Henry; Thomas, a Friar at Rome, 
who wrote the Hiſtory of the Weſt-Indies, but reforming 
to the Proteſtant religion, married in England during the 
civil war; and George. 

Sir Henry Gage, the eldeſt ſon, being brought up in 
the army, had the command of an Engliſh regiment in 
Flanders, and procuring leave to make an offer of his ſer- 
vice to K. Charles I. went to Oxford; which place in June 
1644, during the King's abſence, being much infeſted by 
the enemy's garriſon of Boſtal- Houſe, he offered to reduce 
it, and did ſo, (with a party of foot, a troop of horſe, and 
three pieces of cannon) *, by having it ſurrendered to him, 
with the ammunition and much good proviſion. He left 
2 garriſon in it, which not only defended Oxford from 
thoſe miſchievons incurſions, but very near ſupported itſelf 
by the contributions it drew from Buckinghamſhire. 

« He was in truth (ſays the Earl of Clarendon) a very 
extraordinary man, of a large and very graceful perſon 3 
* of an honourable extraction, his grandfather (great- 
* grandfather it ſhould be) having been Knight of the 
« Garterz beſides his great experience and abilities as a 
t ſoldier, which were very eminent, he had very great 
* parts of breeding, being a very good ſcholar in the po- 
« lite parts of learning, a great maſter in the Spaniſh and 
* Italian tongues, beſides the French and the Dutch, which 
te he ſpake in great perfection, having ſcarce been in Eng- 
* land for twenty years before he came to offer his ſervice 
* to the King at Oxford. He was likewiſe very converſant 
te in courts, having for many years been much eſteemed in 
te that of the Archduke and Dutcheſs, Albert and Iſabella, 
* at Bruſſells, which was a great and very regular court at 
e that time; ſo that he delerved to be looked upon as a 
e wiſe and accompliſhed perſon. Of this gentleman the 
Lords of the council, during his Majeſty's abſence, had 
a ſingular eſteem, and conſulted frequently with him, 
* whilſt they looked to be befieged, and thought Oxford to 
* be the more ſecure for his being in it.” 

The Marqueſs of Wincheſter being cloſely ſhut up in his 
houſe of Batng in Hampſhire, and the governor of Oxford 
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refuſing to ſend him any relief, Colonel Gage undertook 
that hazardous enterprize, with the ſervants of the Lords 
and gentlemen, and ſome volunteers, to the number of 
250 horſe and 400 foot; with which ſmall party for ſo 
great an action he happily effected it, and ſupplying the 
garriſon with two months proviſion, returned ſafe to Ox- 
ford, with the loſs only of — men, and 40 or 50 lightly 
wounded. This undertaking (which is more minutely de- 
ſeribed by Lord Clarendon in his Hiſtory of the Rebellion), 
was confeſſed by enemies, as well as friends, to be as ſol- 
dierly an action, as had been performed in the war on ei- 
ther ſide, and redounded very much to the reputation of 
the commander. 3H 

After this notable ſervice, he was ſent for to aſſiſt the Earl 
of Northampton in raiſing the ſiege of Banbury, which he 
punctually performed, behaving in that action with great 
conduct and bravery ; but after his return with the King 
to Oxford, and being made governor thereof 24 November 
1644 and knighted, in attempting to break down Culham- 
Bridge near Abingdon, where he intended to erect a royal 
fort, to keep that garriſon from moleſting that fide of the 
country, he was ſhot through the heart with a muſquet- 
bullet 11 January 1644. Prince Rupert was preſent at the 
action, having approved and been much pleaſed with the 
deſign, which was never purſued after; and in truth the 
King ſuſtained a wonderful loſs in his death, being a man 
of great wiſdom and temper, and one among the very fey 
ſoldiers, who made himſelf univerſally be loved and eſ- 
teemed.—His body was carried to Oxford, and interred in 
Chriſt-church cathedral, with a ſolemnity anſwerable to his 
merits, being attended to the grave by Prince Rupert, the 
Duke of Richmond, the Lord Treaſurer and Chamberlain, 
the Secretaries, Comptroller, Lords of the privy council, 
moſt of the nobility, gentry, and chief commanders, the 
Vice-Chancellor and Mayor, with their reſpective attend- 
ants, the heralds at arms, &c. having this inſcription to 
perpetuate his memory 3

There is a yearly proceſſion of a naked figure obſerved on 
Friday after Trinity Sunday, and in a window ir the High- 
ftreet is the effigies of a taylor, who, according to the tra- 
dition, was the only perſon who ventured to look at her, 
and was thereupon ſtruck blind :. The Eart dying 31 Au- 
guſt 1057, was buried in his monaſtery, leaving

in 1053 was Earl of the Eaſt Saxons (Eſſex) upon Harold's 
quitting that title for the Earldom of the Weſt Saxons, at- 
ter Earl Godwin's death. He died in 1059, and lies bu- 
ried at Coventry, leaving Edwyn his ſon, a valiant noble- 
man, who difliking the government of the Normans, was 
deprived of his Earldom by the Conqueror, and being al-

Sir John T 2 eldeſt ſon, born in the year 1600, c;. Joh, 


received univerſity Education under his father in Dublin, 
and was ſent early abroad to accompliſh himſelf by viſiting 
foreign kingdoms 3 after his return from whence, he was 
bred in the court of K. Charles I.; and upon his father's 
death, received a ſpecial livery of his inheritance 5 January 
1628, for the fine of 121. Iriſh ; after which he was knight- 
ed by the King, and 20 February 1640 conſtituted maſter 
of the Rolls, and ſworn of the Privy Council in Ireland. 


Upon the breaking out of the rebellion 23 October 1641, 


he was one of the council, who ſigned the proclamation - 


om the caſtle of Dublin, advertiſing the kingdom of the 
diſcovery thereof, and requiring his Majeſty's good and 
loyal ſubjects to betake themſelves to their defence, and 
ſand upon their guard, ſo to render the more fatety to 
themſelves and the whole kingdom ; requiring alſo that no 
kvies ſhould be made for foreign ſervice, nor any men 
ſuffered to march upon any pretence whatever.—And being 
made Commiſlary-General of the army, when the L. J. 
and Council were the next month conſulting means to ſe- 
cure the city and caſile of Dublin, which by the confuſi- 
ons, weak neſſes and wants, were in apparent danger of a ſud- 
den ſurprize, one of their principal cares was to lay in proviſi-

maintain the whole army, billetted in the city a long time 
after. And he made good his engagements to the mer- 
chants, by their receiving the value of their goods within 
a few months, by bills drawn upon the Chamber of London, 
according to an order of both houſes of parliament, for 
preſeat payment to be made to ſuch, as laid in any pro- 
viſions for the army in Ireland. This ſeaſonable ſervice 
was the firſt ſtep to the ſafety of the caſtle and city, and 
gave great comfort and ſecurity to all the Engliſh and pro- 
teſtants | | 

He enjoyed a particular friendſhip and confidence with 
Robert Sidnev, Earl of Leiceſter, when declared L. L. of 
Ireland; and in 1643 was impriſoged, with three more 
privy counſellors, Sir William Parfons, Sir Adam Loftus, 
and Sir Robert Meredyth, accuſed of ſeveral high crimes, 
and eſpecially for oppoſing the ceſſation, which the Earl of 
Ormond was commiſhoned by the King to conclude with 
the [riſh: His confinement ended the next year, when he 
was exchanged and ſent for by the parliament 3 who, con- 
fidering him as a ſufferer for the republican cauſe, received 
him well, provided a ſeat for him in the houſe ſoon after,

Sir James Bateman, being free of the Fiſhmongers com- 


. pany, was Sheriff of London for the year 1701 *, being 


then one of the direQtors of the bank, and in 1710 and 
1713 was choſen member of parliament for Ilcheſter in 
Somerſetſhire, as in 1714 he was for Eaſtlow in the county 
of Cornwall. In 1717 he ſerved the office of Lord Mayor 


of London 2, which dignity of the chief magiſtrate of the 


chief city of Europe, was never ſo ſplendidly maintained 
by any lord mayor before; and Janua patet, Cor magis, 
might with great propriety and juſtice have been inſcribed 
on the gates of Sir James Bateman's houſe. 

He was a conſiderable benefactor to many publick cha- 
ritable foundations, as the London work-houſe, Chriſt's 
Hoſpital, Greenwich Hoſpital, &c. In 1718 he was ap- 
pointed Sub-Governor of the South-Sea Company, which 
project he formed in Q. Anne's reign, and brought to 
ſuch perfection, that, contrary even to the expeRation of 
its moſt ſanguine well-wiſhers, the proprietors a little be- 
fore his death (which happened 10 November 1718) were 
going to be gratified with a dividend upon the capital of 
little leſs than ten millions, ſterling, notwithſtanding the

March that year was joined with Thomas Jones, Arch. 
biſhop of Dublin and Lord Chancellor, in the government 
of the kingdom, as he was again 4 May 1622, with the 
Lord Chancellor Elye.—In 1615 he was appointed, by his 
Majeſty's commiſſion of inſtructions of 20 May, one of 
the council to the Earl of Thomond, prefident of Munſter, 
who were to fit and adviſe with him, then and whenever 
they ſhould have occaſion to repair into the province. He 
" commanded a troop of horſe and company of foot with 

pay of 15 ſhillings a day upon the eſtabliſhment ; and 
his Majeſty (as himſelf expreſſeth it) taking eſpecial notice 
of the moſt acceptable ſervices, ſo valiantly performed by

On the reduction of the 
kingdom he obtained conſiderable grants of lands in the 
counties of Wexford, Tipperary, and Kerry; ſome of 
which are ſtill veſted in the family, but the greater part 
were carried by intermatriages into the houſes of Ormond 
and Leinſter. =— 

The ſaid Harvey, in 1175, matried Neſta, dMFhter of 
Maurice Fitz-Gerald, anceſtor to the Dukes of Leinſter. 
In 1198, or 1179 he founded and largely endowed the ab- 


bey of Dunbrody in the county of Wexford z in 1179 he 


retired from the world and became a brother in the monaſ- 
8 Holy Trinity in Canterbury, but he was buried 
at Dunbrody, where a ſtately monument was erected to 
his memory. He left the remainder of his large eſtate to 
his brother Geoffry de Marreis, or Mariſcoe, who was 
chief governor of Ireland in 1215, 1226, and 1230; one of 
his deſcendants in K. Edward II. time was created a peer 
by the title of de Monte Mariſcoe, but he was ſoon after 
killed, with his ſon, in a ſea fight with pirates who then in- 
teſted the coaſts of Ireland. |
